Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 -1 6 and 27-28 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
references fail to disclose a method of producing a metal oxide from a metal compound 
in which the metal compound is conveyed in a fluidized bed reactor, heated to a 
temperature of 650-1 1 50 C through combustion of fuel, a gas is through a supply tube 
into a mixing chamber extending from below and being partly surrounded by a 
stationary annular fluidized bed, wherein solids entrained in the gas are conveyed by 
adjusting gas velocities of both the gas through the supply tube and the stationary 
fluidized bed such that the designated Particle-Froude numbers are met.
